, Loikdon, Deo. IS. — There Is reason 
to believe that orders will or have 
been sent to the British commander 
In Venezulan waters to take no furth- 
er aggresaire action at preaent pend- 
Ins a decision being arrived at on the 
ph)po8al for arbitration. This came 
In the form of a proposal through the 
United States government to submit 
the claims of British and Oennan 
•objects to arbitration, which Lord 
Lansdown announced later in the day 
in the house of lords as "now under 
consideration by the British govern- 
nMnt." Lord Lansdown added: "We 
mre greatly Indebted to the good of- 
fer of the United Statea minister at 
Oaracas." 

It was learned that the proposals 
now before the British government are 
Uie original proposala forwarded by 
lllnlater Bowen, but which ii<hr have 
received a stronK support from the 
United States government. ' 

In Ambassador Choate'a fkhMOe*^ 
Chare* d'Aflalres WhH* !• making 
•▼err effort to arrange some pacific 
Btethod of Bettlpmont of the dispute 
between Great Britain and Venezuela.

On Aug. 8. Lord Lansdowne wamcu 
the admiralty to prepare for putting 
pressure on Venezuela, adding: "ITie 
German ambassador, Count Wolf- 
Mettemlch, has suggested that the 
two powers concerned should partake 
In a Joint naval demonstration." 

On Aug. 1, the British minister, Mr. 
Haggard, notified Lord Lansdowne 
that he had personally presented to 
the acting fbrelgn minister a note re- 
cording his formal protest against the 
"Intolerable conduct of the Venezu- 
elan government," stating that unless 
prompt compensation was paid to the 
inujred persons he would take the 
necessary atsps to exact reparation. 
Mr. Haggard concludes: ' "The minis- 
ter accepted the note quietly. His 
final remark was that they were used 
to these communications. I sand that 
might* b« the case, but not from BSng- 
land." 

Mr. Haggard on Aug. 4 Informed 
Lord Lansdowne that the Venezuelan 
foreign minister had definitely stated 
that unless the Ban Righ matter was 
settled satisfactorily to the interests 
of both nations the Venestt^lan 'gov- 
ernment cannot entertain ' nif 4^*** 
tlon on difllcult subject. 

'On Sept. 17, Vice Admiral Douglas 
inggested to the admiralty t|iat It 

. would be necessary to bring effective 
pressure on Venezuela, to blockade 
the ports of La Guayra, Porto Cabello 
and Maraoalbo toward the end of No- 
vember and aeice M Veneiuelan gun- 
boats "until the demands are com- 
plied with." Lord Lanadowne, under 
date of Oct. 22, sayt the blockade is 
"open to some objection." 
' Tha next oomron<lfl1k>n dated Nov. 
11. Lord Lansdowne notifles Charge 
d'Affaires Buchanan at Berlin that 
Germany is prepared to Join Great 
Britain In a final warning and that it 
had been agreed that the first step 
should be the seizure pf Veoesuelan 

Vessels.

A Movement on Foot In Veaexnela 
to Bnd the Mrlfle« . 

Caracas, Venesuela, D«o. IB.— Inac- 
tion reigns In government circles 
here. The offiriais do not know what 
to do and are depending entirely upon 
the United States to assist them. 

A movement Is on foot here, hMd- 
ed by prominent doctors and lawyers, 
to request President Castro to resign 
and ask Vice President Ramcm A.yala 
to assume the presidency and form a 
cabinet without party tendencies. It 
is also proposed to summon congress 
to appoint a temporary president and 
arrange the questions in dispute m a 
manner satisfactory to all concerned. 

General Hernandez Bl Mocho, who 
haa Just been released from prison at 
Maroaibo Is expected at Caracas. Hti> 
partisans are very active and further 
truoble is apprehended. 

Te Venezuelan Kovorninfrit has an- 
noanedd that Great Britain has open- 
ed the navigation of the Orinoco riv- 
er. Two war8hli)9 will patrol the 
mouth of the river and the river itself. 
This measure applies only to foreign 
ships. Veeels Hying tite Venesuelan 
fiag are excluded. The patriotic par- 
ade here passed off without and extra- 
ordinary incidents. President Castro 
during the dsQT iMttd tiM tdtalb of 
Bolivar. . 

Thf govammant reports that the 
German cruiser Panther is going to 
Maracalbo to destroy the forts there. 

Mr. Bowen, at the reque.^t of the 
Dutch minister, Dr. Von Leyden, who 
Is sick at Churaco, has takta charge 
of Dutch Intereats here. 

Leading merehants of La Ouarya ar- 
rived here; abandoning that port ow- 
ing to fear that it will be shelled. 
The German cruiser Vineta is going 
to visit Margarlte, an Island in the 
Caribbean belonging to Venesuela, 
30 miles north of Tumana. 

At 5 o'clock Sunday afternoon four 
loud explosions alarmed the city of 
Porto Cabello. On Investigation It 
was found that the British marines 
had blown up the subterranean prison 
cells of Castle Llbertador with dyna- 
mite. They also burned all the wood- 
en buildings surounding the castle 
and carried away et^thing that 
could be transported. After the bom- 
bardment of the ftorts of Porto Cabel- 
lo and the landing of marines on the 
Island where the castle la situated, 
the forces of the powers acted lust as 
though they were at home, causing 
great Indignation among the Venezue- 
lans. When everything had been de- 
stroyed the marines reimbarke'd. 

The Venezuelan government war- 
ship Miranda escaped the Vigilance 
of the German cruisers Fhlke and 
Panther, which were searching for 
her, and arrived at Maracalbo. 

ATilTUDi* OrTMACTlVlTY 

To Be Brokea by Uncle Sam If 
Amerlean Ships Are Seized. 
Washington, Dec. 16. — Minister 
Bowen has confirmed the press re- 
ports to the effect that the guns of 
the allied fleet which bombarded 
Puerto Cabello were directed entire- 
ly at the fortifications and not at the 
town. Regretable as it was, this 
statement relieves the affair of the 
first suspicion that it constituted a 
violation of international law, in ih.. 
fact that 24 hours' notice was not 
served of the bo'mbardment. The re- 
quirement as to notice applies to un 
fortified or fortified towns where the 
Are must be directed upon the inhab- 
itants, and this was not the case at 
Puerto Cabello, so that #ht1e the of- 
ficials here regret that the firing took 
place, they have as yet no cause to 
protest. 

It is now probable that the United 
States will break lU attitude in the 
event that an attempt Is made to en- 
force the "peaceful blockade" toward 
an American ship. When the allies 
were considering the ways and means 
of bringing Venesuela to terms and a 
blockade of this character 'had been 
deddad upon, the Oeman govemment 
Informed the United States that when 
the blockade was established it would 
turn back all shipping, though no ef- 
fort would, be made to seise the ships 
The United States govamment made 
no response to this statement at the 
time (last year), not feeling call<!d 
upon to do so before presentation of 
an actual case. But now that the 
blockade is sought to be established. 
Secretary Hay has Informed the gen- 
eral government that American ships 
should not be interfered with in their 
trading exoept the Inhibition applies 
to all shipping and further, the note 
Intimates, a dlsaiH;>roval of stoppage 
at all. 

In 80 doing the state department is 
following a precedent, for during the 
effort of .the powers to establish a 
"peaceful blockade" of Crete in 1898, 
Secretary Sherman formally recorded 
a refusal to be bound by it. It hap- 
pened that no American ship had oc 
easlott to eater a Cretan port duimu 
the brief period of time the blockade 
was in force so the issue was not 
made then, but in the present case, 
with re||uiar lines of American steam- 



ers entering Venezuelan ports at 
short Inteivals, a test case may soon 
follow. It Is within the legal right 
of the allies to close these poru, but 
prdbably this can be accomplished 
without protest on our part only after 
a formal declaration of war. The 
hope Is growing here that such a de- 
claration can, after all. be averted, 
owing to the energy with wnlch Mr. 
Bowen has acted. The proposal of 
President Castro to the allied powers 
for a peaceful settlement was suggest- 
ed by Mr. Bowen, and It came to the 
state department through his hands. 
It has been forwarded to London and 
Berlin through the embassies here, 
and as .both Great Britain and Ger- 
many have heretofore professed a de- 
sire to settle the Issues peaceably, it 
Is hoped that they will avail them- 
selves of this opportunity. 

BombaMfmant of the Forts. 

Puerto Cabello, Dec. 16. — The Brit- 
ish cruiser Charybdls and the German 
cruiser Vineta bombarded the fortress 
here and quickly silenced It The 
bombardment lasted 46 minutes. The 
fortress Is composed of Fort Solano 
and the castle Llberatador. After 
the firing cea«ed the Charybdls sent 
marines to occupy the castle. The 
ftortress was almost demolished. It is 
pcobabia that only a few personv 
wore injured by the shelling. The 
commander of castle Liberatadf)r has 
been taken prisoner. The cruisers are 
still here. The captain of the British 
merchant steamer Topaze, which was 
seised by the mob here last Wednes- 
day, visited the British commo- 
dore on board the Charybdls and 
lodged a protest against the violation 
of his ship. The British captain re- 
lumed an hour later with a detach- 
ment of 60 marines who took charge 
of the Topaz. The British commodore 
then sent a message to the authorities 
at Puerto Cabello demanding immedi- 
ate satlafaatfop for tfca action of the 
mob in having hauled down the Brit- 
ish flag from the Topaze, saying that 
if this satisfaction was not forthcom- 
ing in two hours, at 5 o'clock, the 
fortress and the custom house would 
be bombarded. At a quarter before 
6 o'clock a reply was received from 
President Castro, who authorized the 
chief ofllciala here to give the British 
commodore ample satisfaction. Be- 
fore the answer could be communicat- 
ed to the American consul the hour 
stipulated for Its receipt had ar/lved 
and the cruisers immediately opened 
fire on the fortress.

use during the blockade. The destruc- 
tion of the Venezuelan craft, It Is ad- 
ded, was necessary In order to pre- 
vent them from failing into the hands 
of the Venezuelans, as the German 
vessels had to leave La Guayra. 

Italy's King Interested. 

Rome, Doc. 15 — King Victnr Em- 
manuel, who is keenly interested in 
the Venezuelan trouble, and the atti- 
tude of the United States, received in 
private audianea Captain ^Borea. who 
is leaving to take command of the 
Italian cruiser Ilbe, bound for Ven- 
ezuela. The king expressed the hope 
that a satisfactory solution of tbe 
questions would be found, but said ho 
was sure the Italian sailors wouFB do 
honor to their country In all eventu- 
alities.

Omnibus Statehood Bill and tbe

Washington, Dec. 16.— When tha 

senate met the house ropohitlon pro- 
viding for the usual holiday recess 
from Dec. 20 to Jan. 6 was agreed to 
irithout division. 

Mr. Bate (Tenn.) submitted tha re- 
port of the minority on the omnibus 
statehood bill, which was read. It 
favors the omnibus bill. 

The senate than began considers- 
of the bill to promote the aflleiency ot 
the militia. Mr Ppttus (Ala.) sub- 
mitted an amendment striking out 
section 24 of the bill providing for a 
reserve force ot trained men, on kue 
ground that it waa a direct Infringe- 
ment of the authority given to tha 
state by the constitution. A brief de^ 
bate followed, which waa i)artlcipated 
in by Messrs. Foraker, Daniel, Hale, 
Spooner, Pettus, Proctor and Allison, 
and at 2 o'clock the bill was displaced 
by the omnibus statehood bill. 

A niPssaKf frdm the president was 
laid before the senate, recommending 
the payment of Indemnity to the heirs 
ot certain Italians killed in the south- 
em states. 

Consderatlon of the statehood bill 
was resumed. Mr. Quay (Pa.) said 
that as the senstor from Minnesota 
(Mr. Nelson), had "suddenly and 
tumultuously" withdrawn the substi- 
tute, It was his desire to know if Mr. 
Nelson, intended to rereport the same. 
Replying, Mr. Nelson said that it was 
hia purpoaa to rereport It. but could 
not say at thia time when he would 
do so. Mr Dillingham (Vt ) then ad- 
dressed the senate at length in oppo 
slllon to the omnibut statehood bill. 
In the Houae... 

Rev. Henry Beets of Grand Rapids, 
Mirh.. delivered the Invocation In the 
house. This was District of Columbia 
day. but before the regular order was 
demanded. Mr. Cannon, chairman of 
tbe appropriation committee called op 
the urgent deficiency appropriation 
bill reported on Saturday. 

The bill carried about $1,400,000, 
the principal items being |500.000 for 
stamping out the foot and mouth dis- 
ease among live stock In New Eng- 
land and the same amount to cover 
defirlericies in the rural fri'e delivery 
service. After some discussion, the 
bill was passed. 

The house then proceeded to the 
consideration of District business. 
The fir.st bill was a measure to pro- 
vide for a union station in this city.

Durke's house. Mr. and Mrs. Durke 
left the three children, two boys and 
a birl, who were aged one, four and 
six years, alone in the house while 
they went to the store. They were 
gone about 30 minutes and the house 
burned in their absence, vremating 
the children.

KENTUCKY^ COALFIELDS. 

The United States Geological Snrvey 
has issaed a statement containing a glow- 
ing aoooant of the oe<rly developed coal 
TSgioBS in Eastern Kentocky. lie state- 
ment will be (I'wen wide circulation by 
this branch of the Federal QoTemment 
iHlh • vltw totewiag attmtioa to the 
importanos of this new indostrj. In 
part it reads as follows: 

The region at the headwaters of tbe 
Camberland river has recently awakened 
to realize that it possesses one of the 
richest coal fields of tbe Appalachian 
monntaina. A few years ago a tunnel 
was driven nnder Cumberland Gap, and 
now a single district near Middlesboro is 
famishing 600,000 tons of coal annually. 
The last vear has seen new mines open- 
ing in tills district, and old ones enfarg- 
ioM snd long switches now building will 
sooa eoMi an new districts and reach 
MW muies. Esilroed snrveying parties 
have been aetive all sammer. Thoos- 
■nds of acres of ooal lands have been 

Sorebased in Harlan and Bell counties 
1 the last few months, and many dis- 
tdeta are only awaithig the building of 
the railroad to begin aettve mining oper- 
ations. 

Anticipating the needs in snch a case 

the United States Geological Survey, 
working in co-operation with the Ken- 
tucky HtatH Hurvey, baa had a geological 
party iu the field which has traversed all 
tbe portions of the field likely to be 
reached soon by the railroads. The work 
has consisted in making out the general 
structure and atratigrapb of the field, but 
more especially in a detailed etudy of 
the coal beda, to determine their number 
and tbn facilities with whtoh they ean 
be worked, etc. 

Large numbers of the coal a were prop- { 
erly sampled and analyzed and hundreds 
of photographs taken. New maps of the , 
area are being prepared on which to I 
show the extent and position of eaoh of 
the workable coal beds. The government 
expects to pabliith a report of the work 
as soon as it can be properly prepared.
